The Prohibition C invention has adopted 
a platform and nominated a full State 
ticket, with Dr. It. H. MacDonald at its 
head. 
The platform is in some respects a 
decided improvtment upon thote of the 
regular parties. 
Of course its main dec­ 
larations are in opposition to the liqnor 
traffic, bat it also takes positions on public 
education, the Sunday law, the railroad 
question, and debris. 
The railroad plank 
is temperate ami fair, insisting upon equal 
justice for the people and the corporations 
alike. 
The debris plank is an indorsement 
of Judge Temple’s decision. 
None of the 
resolutions are at all ambiguous or evasive, 
and it is evident that they are the expres­ 
sions of a party which thoroughly under­ 
stands its own purposes, and lias no desire 
to oonctai them from the public. 
We pre­ 
sume that the members of the Prohibition 
Convention who indorsed this platform and 
nominated a ticket to occupy it, have no ex­ 
pectation of carrying the State. 
It may be 
said that their ticket is predestined to de­ 
feat at the polls; but it does not follow 
that the party will fail to accomplish any­ 
thing. Tnere is, indeed, one very eignilicaut 
feature in this movement. 
It is the only 
one at present before the people which rep­ 
resents a single-minded and earntst desire 
to improve the condition of society. 
And 
this is a consideration certain, nndei the 
circumstances, to give to the movement a 
weight and si juiliuance which may carry it 
much further than seems probable at first. 
W hen new pqgtiss originate it is always 
the case i£ at their success depends upon 
their sincerity. New parties, capable of 
sucoess, do not appear as long as the old 
ones are capa lie of being utilized by re­ 
formers. 
But when both the old parties 
have become uorrupt; when both of them 
seek only the spoils ; when both of them 
are poisoned with 
demagngism ;

and other ¿itates, and it is plain that the 
Prohibitioi| doctrine has from some reatos 
acquired a i impetus such as it has never 
had before. 
The temperance organizations 
all over th(| country are consequently more 
determine*! and enthusiastic than ever, and 
with every new success their spirits rise 
and their following increases. 
There are 
in California 22,000 members of the Order 
of G ood T em plars, of whom perhaps 10,­ 


000 are vaters. 
O ' ’¿dievers in prohibi­ 
tion who lt£loSg to other Orders and to no 
Or<ítir a moderate estimate is 10,000. 
It 
may therefore be said that there are 20,000 
votes capfble, under conceivable circum­ 
stances, o Í being polled for a Prohibition 
ticket. 
}$therlo the approach of election 
has usually sifted temperance men back 
into the <ld orgamzations, aud they have 
been Republicans or Democrats for politi­ 
cal purposes. 
.So long as the old parties 
presented live issues, so long as there was 
a contest of principle between them, this 
was sure No be the ca3e. 
To-day, how­ 
ever, the tEual conditions are not in oper­ 
ation. 
There a lt no longer any genuine issues 
between 
Jtepublicans 
and 
Democrats. 
Both cccapy the same general position, 
and the apathy which has thns far marked 
the campaign proves that the people are 
not deeply interested in the contest. 
The 
juncture is therefore peculiarly favorable 
to the Prohibitionists. 
Their zeal and 
earnestness, the terrible reality of the evils 
which th e / combat, the universality of the 
experiencej r/ these evils, the prestige of 
temperance» successes throughout the West, 
all unite to commend the movement to 
popular attention, and to give it a signifi­ 
cance aud an attractiveness which mu6t 
always belong to a real reform agitation.

figure than the old politicians are at all 
willing to b .lieve j HSt now, 
Its strongest

Here at least 
people will recognize an unselfish and 
public-spirited movement. 
Here at least 
all idea of manipulation and trickery will 
be 
discarded. 
The 1’iohibitionists may 
be hopelessly mistaken as to the efficacy of 
their programme They may have embarked 
npon an impracticable undertaking. 
Bat 
it cannot be doubted that they are iu ear­ 
nest, and it is equally clear that the object 
of their warfare is a real and gigantic evil. 
We do not suppose that the late Conven­ 
tion expected to do more than give a 
lesson to the politicians 
who 
evaded 
awkward problems in their platform. 
As 
the case stands, however, they may have 
buiided better than they knew. 
They 
have certainly put in nomination an irre­ 
proachable gentleman for Governor, and 
tbe general ticket behind him will com­ 
pare favorably with the ' ‘regular” ticketB. 
The platform 4 frank, manly, and iu every 
point perfectly, clear and intelligible. 
The 
voters ara fiifoatielied with both the old 
parties. 
T n l Prohibition sehtiment is 
stronger thai( ever before. 
And if the 
work on the stfimp is well done it will be 
in vain for thiijRepublican and Democratic 
press to und.fotake to ignore the third- 
p*rty movemiBt. This journal has already 
sufficiently caressed its views as to the 
feasibility of foe reforms proposed by the 
Prohibitionist I but we recognize the fast 
that if the pritability of permanent public 
benefits is itade the measure of party 
merit, not onoof the political organizations 
now in existence csn make out an apology 
for existence. .The Prohibitionists have this 
advantage ové" the others, that they are 
sincere, and that their efforts are directed 
against evils tne formidable character of 
which has hitherto daunted statesmanship 
and baffled philanthropy and religion. 
In 
short, the movement is one with which 
even those wlfo cannot regard its ultimate 
aims as practicable are compelled to sympa­ 
thize, and which appeals to the experience 
and the humanity of all who have directly 
or indirectly suffered from ths curse of 
drink.

He pot otly assert-d tbe correct rule 
that tho fundamental principle! of onr Gov­ 
ernment require taxation to be Did by some 
rule of equality and uniformity, but his 
position upon this subject W3S es advanced 
as that of Judge Field and Judge Sawyer. 
Mr. Estee, fio n his legal standpfint, not 
only foresaw clearly that the constitutional 
previsions iu question could not be upheld by 
any Gourt, but predicted they would not. 
Mr. Estee had tho boldness to maintain this 
at that time unpopular doctrine upon the 
fl >or of the Convention and to stand out in 
defense of constitutional guarantees.

this he certainly deserve! the respect and es­ 
teem of all good men.

TARIFF COMMISSION. 


Governor George C. Perkins has received 
(he following communication from John L. 
Hayes, President of the Tariff Commission : 
St. I.ouis, September 19, 1882. 
To Hi! Excellency George C. Perkins. 
Governor cf California—Sir : I am instructed 
by tho Tariff Commission to express through 
you to the citizens of your State tii3 profound 
regret of the CommDaion at their inability 
to pursue thsir inquiries pers-ua'lyiu the Pa­ 
cific aud adjticiog S'.ates of the extreme 
YY'eat. I beg to state that early in the work 
of tbe Commiisioa a rt s lution was formally 
adopted to visit the Pacific States. Tais res­ 
olution was founded upon the impression of 
the Commission that there are special sub­ 
jects of inquiry affec ing these States, de­ 
manding pern nal investiga.ion, ouch as the 
mining and agricultural interests of those 
sections. Inquiry in thore.Statea was deemed 
specially denrabte to obtaiu information as to 
t! e operation cf the commercial treaties iu 
existence and proposed upon the beet sugar 
and wine interest» of California, while, inde­ 
pendently of the D tt r coneideration, no 
schedule of duties affecting wines and liquors 
could be properly prepared without consult­ 
ing the interests of a State so largely con 
cerned ia their production. Tne interests of 
other produ :ts of California, such as its fruits 
aud olive oil, and the relations of a reduction 
of the duty on wool as ntf sctiug the corrmeice 
between Australasia and San Krancbco, were 
deemed proper subject* for inquiry as well, 
on the other hand, a! ths effect of such a re­ 
duction upon the vast wool-producing inter- 
eits of all the Pacific and adjacent Slates. 
It is only very recently, however, that tie 
Commission hss been c mpeiled reluctantly 
to conclude that the b.ief lime at command 
for the imperative obligation I q submit a final 
report on the first M nday of December next, 
and the necessity, not only of taking testi­ 
mony from all ssctiwa, but of having it 
seasonably published for c illation aud con­ 
sideration, will cot permit a visit to tbe Pa­ 
cific States. 
Under these circumstances it is 
the desire of the Commissi in to receive the 
fullest pcsiible informática tearing upon 
these and other special interests of your 
State in the revi ion cf the tariff, from the 
commercial and industrial organizations and 
citizens of the Pacific ami adjacent State?, in 
the form of written «tatémenla, if personal 
appearance by delegation 
or individuals 
should not be practicable. Such statements 
|TÜ1 receive the same consideration and have 
the 
effect as if made p-e aocally to the 
Commission. 
No formality ;i, Vtfluiied iu there state- 
mect-i, the suggestion only being given that 
the duties and changes recommit»!./! be spe 
cifically and distinctly stated, tnd tu » ,the 
reasons therefor be fully aed c'earlyset forth.

I have mude c ireful estimates of the prob­ 
able sum that will be required to maintain 
the county government during tbe present 
S'cal year, and it is my opinion that the tax 
rate of last year (1 70) will, notwithstanding 
the diminished assessed valuation ou property 
and the loss on .State and county licenses 
above indicated, be sutii ient, with strict 
ec-nomy, to mest the just demands that wid 
accrue.

He was opposed to

miner. 
Dams, to be built with any degree of 
safety, m ust be placed ou a solid foundation ; 
aud even then such a dam, in the A tlantic 
States wa9, a few days since, swept away in 
three hours. 
H e was in favor of making hy­ 
draulic miuing a ctime, punishable as are other 
crimes. 
He was not opposed to surface, drift 
or quartz mining, as he believed they could 
be conducted without injury to this section 
of the State. 
He said he stood on the county 
platform on ths Sun lay question, and was in 
favor of oca day in seven for rest.

F. D. RYAN, 
Candidate for the Assembly, was the next 
speaker introducid to the meeting. 
H e said 
in ids opinion slickeng was the first question 
in im portares to the peuple of the Sacra­ 
mento valley. 
I t effects the agricultural and 
the commercial interests. 
Already over 100,­ 
000 acre i of rich agricultural land have been 
destroyed, and the bay and rivers are filing 
np. 
He was in favor of compellirg hy- 
dranlic micing to cerss forever. 
I t was 
necessary for the people to have some rest 
and recreation. 
Fur this parposo Sunday 
combines every advantage, and it ought to 
be upheld and maintained. 
He believed that 
all good citizens stand upon the platform of 
the Republican party in this respect. 


o t h e r s f e a k e r s . 
George W . Hancock, nominee for the As­ 
sembly, delivered a short addreis, in which 
he said he had labored for yeais before tbe 
committees of the Legislature to prevent the 
report of bill* which might have proven det­ 
rimental to Sacramento.

Republican iu the employ of ih9 Democratic 
National Committee, and th .t some of the 
leading spirits in th at body v/ere cognizant of 
and approved the forgery. 
The story told is 
to the sffect th at Hadley, as the professed 
leader of a certain body of voters in New 
York, wrote General G rfield, asking an ex­ 
planation and answer to the Credit Slobiiier 
charges. 
The letter was answeied by private 
Secretary Brown, inclo-iog the m anuscript of 
Garfield’s speech ou the subject to his con­ 
stituents in 1873. 
He thus got Garfield’s 
autograph.
